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I beg respectfully to draw attention tc the good 
work performed by D.S. Medvedeff during the above 
mentioned period. He has shown consistent tact, 
reliability and intelligence in carrying out his 
duties in the supervision of licensed boarding houses 
and has submitted approximately 50 reports onthe 
movements of Foreign criminals and/or suspects, 
not a few of whom were located, despite their use. 
of aliases. Such information as submitted by the 
officer in question added greatly to the effectiveness 
of this Section. . 

In addition I have to state that the registers 
of boarding houses shew a great improvement in the 
manner of their compilation, which reflects credit 
on D. 8. Medvedeff especially when it is considered .
